From the results of farming ex- 
in various sections 
during a few years past, very 
sanguine expectations are enter- 
-tained as to the value of the land 
for. general farming purposes. 
Admitting the possibility of mod- 
erate success in that line, there can 
yet be no doubt that the country is 
naturally a pastoral one, and that 
it can by proper means in the fu- 
ture be made to sustain a much 
greater number of cattle and sheep 
than it hasin the past. This will 
be done by holders of limited 
quantities of land, from a quarter 
section to a section or more, who 
will provide fodder for their stock 
in the Winter and giye them suit- 
able shelter, and at the same time 
break up their land and lay down 
pastures of new and more produc- 
tive grasses. 

What these grasses shall be is 
yet an open question, and can only 
be settled by carefully conducted 
experiments. It is highly desirable 
that the Government should es- 
tablish, at a central and character- 
an experimental 
grass station, where all the com- 
monly cultivated grasses 
forage plants, and alse the more 
promising native ones, could be 
thoroughly tried under various 
conditions of culture, and the re- 
sults- given to the public. Un- 
doubtedly a properly conducted 
and well continued series of exper- 
iments. in this direction would 
result in important discoveries, of 
great value to the future residents 
in the arid districts. There are 
recommendations in store now for 
the establishment of such a station 
at Wallace, Kansas, and we should 
like to see the plan carried out.

Deidesheimer was one of many guile- 


ess individuals who placed implicit 


confidence in the honesty of Frankel, 
and employed him as their agent in 
the stock market, He alleges that 
from October, 1878, until March 8, 1882. 
he authorized Frankel to purchase and 
dispose of stock for him. Su uent 
to the last mentioned date plaintitf ex- 
ressed his intention to depart for 
9 there to invest in some busi- 
ness enterprise. About this time the 
wily stockbroker informed him that 
he had perused his books and ascer- 
tained that he was Deidesheimer’s 
creditor in the sum ol $32,641.70, this 
sum being due for various transac- 
tions, Plaintiff believed this state- 
ment, and thereupon gave defendant 
his promissory note fer the required 
amount. The latter afterwards com- 
menced suit on the note and obtained 
judgment. The plaintiff was after- 
wards informed that Frankel, who had 
at that time assigned for the ‘benefit of 
his creditors, had for several years 
made fictitious charges against his 
customers.

A writer in the Farm Journal 
tells how he prevented abortion 
among his cows, with which he 
had before been much troubled: I 
procured some bone-meal and fed 
a tablespoonful to each cow every 
other day, and continued to do so 
until very recently. I now feed 


two spoonfuls twice a week to each 


cow. 


The great flocks of sheep that in 
the early days came into Colorado 
from California, have ceased com- 
ing now, and there will be but few 
coming down from Oregon in the 
future. Colorado is filling the feed- 
ing market with its own sheep.

Owing to the prevalence of a 
disease of an epidemic character 
which has attacked the hogs in 
Denmark, the Government of Nor- 
way and Sweden have established 
a quarantine against the importa- 
tion of Danish hog products. The 
Treasury Department has been in- 
formed that, being thus deprived 
of their principal market, the Dan- 
ish hog raisers will endeavor to 
find a market in the United States, 
and the Department has taken 
steps to prevent the importation of 
diseased pork from Denmark.

In spite of the greatest care of 
the agricultural press, little errors 
will occasionally creep in—not to 
speak of heresies in farm theory 
and method. More frequent, how- 
ever, in these days when figures 
are so prominent on the printed 
page, are errors in statement of 
what are intended to be facts of a 
statistical or kindred nature. To 
UElustrate, one of the most careful 
of our contemporaries just at hand 
states that the average weight of 
beef cattle has increased in fifty 
years from 800 te 1,400 pounds, It 
is not at all unlikely that the aver- 
age weight of fifty years ago was 
approximately 800 pounds, but 


it is now very much short of 1,400 
pounds. Cattle of this latter 
weight are not at all rare, and yet 
they are very considerably above 
the average. True 1,600 to 1,800- 
pound weights are not infrequently 
seen, and even 2,000 poundsis often 
passed, and yet we believe it would 
be extravagant to say that the 
average American fat beeve ex- 
ceeds 1,200 pounds. 

In tact the rage for making 
beeves extraordinarily heavy has 
received something of a check. 
Few feeders now aim to go beyond 
1,400 to 1,500 pounds. Early ma-
